A 
tall white marble monument was 
erected there, on which the mother 
had this inscription carved: 

In loving remembance of my be-

JESSE W. JAMES. 

Died April 3d, 1882. 
Aged 34 years, 6 months, 28 days. 
Murdered by a Traitor and Coward 
Whose Name is not Worthy to Ap- 
pear here.
